G*S.R. 133 (E).—In exercise of the powers con- 
I erred h> sub-section (1) of Section 25 of the Cus- 
tnms Act, 1962 (52 of 1^621, read with sub-section 
(4) of Section 3 of the Finance Act, 1991 (18 of 
1991) and in supersesson of the notification of the 
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Gaveimnent of India in the Mmistn' of Finance (De¬ 
partment of Revenue) No. 11191-Customs, dated the 
5th March, 1991, the Central Government being satis¬ 
fied that it is necessary in the public interest so to
